Grantiug that France 
and QGormany may be playing 3 game of 
bluff to some extent, it is surely carrying it 
very far indeed for tho Prench War Minister 
to ordera number of Genorala and soveral 


buttalions of troops. to leave Algeria immer 
diately for France, It.ia hardly to be.sup- 
posed that, in tame of peace, troops aro re~ 
quired more in Prince than in-Algorta, es. 
pecinlly having regord.to the prolonged and 
deaporate atrugeles in pret yeara to keep 
down the reatless Algerians,’ The Trench 
troops in Algeria nominally consiat of ona 
corps @armée, numbering about 52,000 mon, 
bat if we mistake not a portion of this force 
haa been drafted to Tonquin and Madagad 
car, and this is not too large for the purpose 
of overawing the hardy Arabs and other 
taces, who-so long resisted Gallic valour and 
resources, It is indeed diffienlt ta recancile 
this intimation—supposing it to "be corrpatae 
with the pacific Now Year utsorarices of Pre- 
sident Gerevy and M. Gorter, and in pre. 
sence of it the query naturally arises, did 
they. protast too much? We bope not, for 
wo would fain believe that the report isa 
canard sot in motion by bear spaculatore on 
the Continental Bourses who have doubtlens 
found the recest pames exceedingly pra. 
filable, 

To any caso, howevur, the situation eannat 
yet be ssid tu have passed out of the critical 
stage. There is vo doubt that both Ger- 
many and France desire peace, bat where jaa 
danger that in thof game row being played 
by General Bouuanasr with Prince Brs- 
MAROK onc step too many may be taken and 
the catastrophe precipitated. The Emperor 
Winpiam carnestly wishes to avert a con- 
flict, but, as the Standard, when commenting 
on His Majesty’s Now Year address to the of- 
ficera of the German Army, aays :-—"That he 
desires peace ua oarnestly as any man in Ku- 
rope thers can.ba no reasonable doubt; but it 
cortainly docs not tend to relieve tho anxie- 
tiea of the hour when we find that he hag 
only w vaguo aspiration to offer on tho eub- 
ject, while he takes care to remind bis 
Gonerala, moro than once, that the greatness 
of Germany had been achieved by the Army, 
and thot it still rested with the Army to 
secure and maintain the fruits of victory.”

LOSS: OF LITE. 

‘The Glon line steamer Glenroy, which arrived 
here from Londen on Saturday morning, haa a 
sad tala to tell of s rongh experience in the Bay 
of Biscay, the chief officar and two scamon having” 
doen washed overboard and lost. The report of 
Captain Webster, the master, is as follows 

Left London.on December 24th. Weather 
then very wetand cloudy, with wind from 8.W. 
and blowing strong. At 4,30 p.m. anchored at

wind from 8.W., blowing a fresh gale, with high 
8.W. sea. Surprised at such a high roading of 
the barometer, during such weather, and kept 
watohing itattontively. At 9 amit had fallen 
one tonth, and continned felting at the rate of 
onetenth por hour, At noon, wo were in a posi- 
tion by ace, of the 48 deg. 58min.N. lat. snd deg. 
Lmin. W. long.; barometer then 29in, 50., At 
3p.m,, [ had tho lowest reading of the barometer 
pu «1 that is, seven tenths oftin inch lower 
than ot Soa. It may have boon lower, but I 
did not seo it,as EL wae not again in the chart 
room till8 p.m., when it thon registered 29,80in. 
At3 p.m., the wind shiffed with a terriflo burst 
cto N.N.W, and continned to blow with great 
violence. ‘Thus we had the formor high-S.W. 
soa On our port bow, and the risking N.N.W, aca 
on our starboard beam, causing tha ship to roll and 
Jabour heavily, and giving the sca a most ominous 
appearanca. The engines were workiny dead 
slow, and tho ship was bronght to head W.N.W, 
having tho sea on tho starboard bow, En. this 
position 'wa-did fairly well, but about 5.30 p.m. 
tho whool chains parted, and tho ship full off into 
the trough of the sea. which did considerable 
‘amount of demage, Eu trying to secure the

aes, tha first officer, and two of tho mon. un- 
fortunately lost their lives, Nothing could be 
done for ‘tho anfortunate men,.as the ship was 
Ishouring im such a manner, that no one could 
stand on deck or do anything to get a boat out, 
even if it could have lived in the sea at the time. 
Tn addition to this-loss we had six mon disabled, 
two vory serioudy. One was loft in hospital at 
Port Said to have two fingers ampmated from 
his Jeft hand, and the other had a rib broken, 
and other intornal injuries. On account of the 
darkness, it was noxt to impossible to get the 
ohaing connected, and the ship lay all night un- ’ 
manageable. At daylight, tho wind ond ses had 
somewhat gone down, and we then managrad to se- 
onre the ruddor notil the chains were conneoted, 
The after-steoring gear was complotely disabled 
by the rudder swinging about. 

. I may state that the three mon wore not all 
washed overboard at once, The Chief Officer 
was tho first who'was lost, and that was just aftor 
tho clains ported. Then another man was mis- 
sed but the third was not missed till morning, 
when the list was called aver, to find out the 
names of the missing and disabled. . 

During the night, we lost a life boat, and had 
another damaged. “Rails and stanchions on the 
starboard quarter were wrenched off the deck'and 
ontriad away ; the saloon skylight was sturted ; 
engine room skylight damaged; wheel onsing 
aud all connected complotely swept away; ico box 
and meat safo carried away ; after stecring gear 
rondored useless, also considerable damage to fit-
